World His Battlefield.” 


Under the Neutrality Act, we es- 
tablished certain areas as zones of 
combat into which no American 
flag ships could proceed. Hitler 
proclaimed certain far larger areas 
as zones of combat into which any 
neutral ship, regardless of its flag 
or the nature of ite cargo, could 
proceed only at its peril We 
know now that Hitler recognizes 
no limitation on any zone of cém- 
bat in any part of the seven seas. 
He has struck at our ships and at 
the lives of our sailors within the 
waters of the Western Hemisphere. 
Determined as he is to gain dom- 
ination of the entire world, he 
considers the entire world his own 
battlefield. 

Ships of the United States and 
of other American republics con- 
tinue to be sunk, not only in the 
imaginary zone proclaimed by the 
Nazis in the North Atlantic, but 
also in the zonelesg South Atlantic. 

I recommend the repea: of Sec- 
tion 6 of the act of Nov. 4, 1939, 
which prohibits the arming of 
American flagships engaged in for- 
eign commerce.

‘Time to Stop Playing 
Into Hitler’s Hands” 


It is time for this country to 
stop playing into Hitler’s hands, 
and to unshackle our own. 

A vast number of ships are slid- | 
ing into the water from American 
shipbuilding ways. We are lend- 
ing them to the enemies of Hit-. 
lerism and they are carrying food 
and supplies and munitions to bel- 
ligerent ports in order to withstand 
Hitler’s’ juggernaut. 


Most of the vital goods author- 
ized by the Congress are being 
delivered. Yet many. of them are 
being sunk; and as we. approach 
full production requiring the. use 
of more ships now being built it 
will be increasingly necessary to 
deliver American goods under the 
American flag. 


We cannot, and should not, de- 
pend on the strained resources of 
the exiled nations of Norway and 
Holland to deliver our goods nor 
should we be forced to masquerade 
American-owned ships behind the 
flags of our sister republics. 


I earnestly trust that the Con- 
gress will carry out the true intent 
of the Lend-Lease Act by making 
it possible for the United States 
to help to deliver the articles to 
those who are in a position effec- 
tively to use them, In other words, 
I ask for congressional action to 
implement congressional policy. 
Let us be consistent. 

I would not go back to the earlier 
days when private traders could 
gamble with American life and 
property in the hope of personal, 
gain, and thereby embroil this 
country in some incident in which 
the American public had no direct 


ad interest. But, today, under the con- 


trols exercised by the Government, 
no ‘ship and no cargo can leave 
the United States, save on an er- 
rand which has first been approved 
by governmental authority. And 
the test of that approval is whether 
the exportation will promote the 
defense of the United States. 

I cannot impress too. strongly 
upon the Congress the seriousness 
of the military situation that con- 
fronts all of the nations that are 
combating Hitler. 


“Hitler Has Heard 


Rumbling of Revolt.” 


We would be blind to the realities 
if we did not recognize that Hitler 
is now determined to expend all 
the resources and all the mechani- 
cal force and manpower at his com- 
mand to crush both Russia and 
Britain. He knows that he is rac- 
ing against time. He has heard 
the rumblings of revolt among the 
enslaved peoples—including the 
Germans and Italians. He fears the 
mounting force of American aid. 
He knows that the days in which 
he may achieve total victory are 
numbered. 

Therefore, it is our duty, as nev- 
er before, to extend more and more 
assistance and ever more swiftly to 
Britain, to Russia, to all peoples 
and individuals ‘fighting slavery. 
We must do this without fear or fa- 
vor. The ultimate fate of the West- 
ern Hemisphere lies in the balance. 

I say to you solemnly that if Hit- 
ler’s present military plans are 
brought to successful fulfillment, 
we Americans shall be forced to 
fight in defense of our own homes 
and our own freedom in a war as 
costly and as devastating as that 
which now rages on the Russian 
front, 


Hitler has offered a challenge 
which we as Americans cannot 
and will not tolerate, 


“Flag Is Not Going to Be 


Driven From the Seas.”’ . 


We will not let Hitler prescribe 
the waters of the world on which 
our ships may travel. The Amer- 
ican flag is not going to be driven 
from the seas either by his gub- 
marines, his airplanes, or his 
threats. 

We cannot permit the affirma- 
tive defense of our rights to be an- 
nulled and diluted by sections of 
the Neutrality Act which have no 
realism in the light of unscrup- 
ulous ambition of madmen. 

We Americans have determined 
our course. 1 

We intend to maintain the se- 
curity and the integrity and the 
honor of our country. 

We intend to maintain the policy 
of protecting the freedom of the 
seas against domination by any 
foreign power which has become 
crazed with a desire to control the 
world. We shall do so with all our 
strength and all our heart and all 
our mind. : :

Russians Tell of Fierce 
Street Fighting, ‘Cease- 
less’ Artillery and Aerial 
Attacks. 


MOSCOW, Oct. 9 (AP).—The bat- 
tle for Orel lasted three days, 
during which the Russians aban- 
doned the city, then recaptured 
it and finally withdrew under 
pressure of numerically stronger 
attackers, the Soviet army news- 
paper Red Star related’ today in 
its first account of the city’s fall, 
announced previously by the in- 
formation bureau. 

The Germans entered the west- 
ern side of the city but could not 
advance eastward because of tena- 
cious defense through every street 
and house in the first assault, 
Red Star said. ~ 

The Russians finally were 
driven out when the Germans 
brought up heavy artillery and 
tank reinforcements but even 
these could not hold the prize, 
Red Star said. 

“Soviet aviation and artillery 
were rushed to the aid of the 
infantry, punishing the enemy 
with intense fire.” it said. 

“German tanks ran from the 
city to begin preparations for a 
new onslaught, but our air forces 
and artillery ceaselessly pounded 
the enemy tanks and our units re- 
captured Orel. 

“Only after the fiercest of bat- 
tles and pressed by numerically 
superior forces, they abandoned 
the city, blocking the path to the 
north.”

GRAND JURY IN LEGISLATIVE 
GRAFT INQUIRY TO ADJOURN 


Prosecutor Says Letters Concern- 
ing Irregularities Will Be 
Held Confidential.

JEFFERSON CITY, Oct. 9. — 
The Cole County grand jury, inves-

DOWLING MUST POST $60,000 
BOND OR REMAIN IN JAIL 


Circuit Court So Rules in Applica- 


held in jail at Clayton pending his 
new trial for assault to kill Louis 
Lee Baker, Negro witness in the 
Isadore Londe bombing case, must 
provide bond of $60,000 or remain 
in custody, Circuit Judge John A. 
Witthaus ruled today. 

Judge Witthaus made no com- 
ment in setting Dowling’s bond on 
oral application of Dowling’s attor- 
ney, John L. Sullivan.

The State Supreme Court on 
Sept. 25 reversed itself and set 
aside Dowling’s conviction, re- 
manding the case for another trial.

Since the repeal of prohibition 
and the enactment of a state liquor 
regulatory law, the sale of intoxi- 
cating liquor has been prohibited 
between midnight Saturday and 
midnight Sunday, and between the 
hours of 1:30 a. m. and 6 a. m. on 
week-days. It has been a more or 
less common practice for persons 
who thought they had not had 
their fill at the closing hour to or- 
der an advance supply and then 
remain to consume it. 

Same Hours Retained. 

The last Legislature enacted a 
law, which becomes effective at 
midnight tonight, retaining the 
same closing and opening hours, 
but requiring that places where 
liquor is sold shall be “closed 
places” for the hours during which 
the sale of liquor is prohibited. The 
law defines a closed place to be 
one in which all the doors are 
locked and no customers in “or 
about.” 

However, in hotels and clubs the 
prohibition applies only to the 
room or rooms in which liquor is 
dispensed, and in one-room restau- 
rants the proprietor must keep 
taps and refrigerators and other re- 
ceptacles for liquor locked. The 
regulation as to hotel and. club 
dining rooms may require clarifi- 
cation in the courts before it is 
definite, If the word “dispense” in 
the law means the serving in the 
dining room, it may be necessary 
for it to be locked, If the word 
refers to the service bar outside 
the dining room, then it might be 
possible for persons to consume 
liquor purchased before the closing 
hour. 

Other of the New Laws. 

One hundred forty-two laws en- 
acted by. the last Legislature be- 
come effective at midnight tonight, 
the Constitution providing that 
measures enacted without emerg- 
ency clauses go into effect 90 days 
after the adjournment of the Leg- 
islature. Forty-five laws with 
emergency clauses went into effect 
as soon as they were signed by the 
Governor, all of them within 30 
days after the adjournment. 

Among the measures effective 
tonight is a border city exemption 
law for trucks, relieving from tax- 
ation in. Missouri trucks operating 
from another State into a border 
city and its suburbs, The St. Louis 
city administration opposed the 
passage of this law, contending 
that it would cause a loss of rev- 
enue to the city of approximately 
$100,000 annually. 

The baby health law is another 
which becomes effective tonight. 
It provides a system for blood tests 
of expectant mothers to prevent 
congenital syphilis. It is consid- 
ered important principally from an 
educational standpoint, there be- 
ing no absolute requirement that 
the women be subjected to the 
test. In fact, the making of the 
test without the consent of the 
woman is prohibited in the law.

Also included in the new laws is 
one requiring secrecy of the bal- 
lot. It provides that a sticker shall 


be placed over the number on the

Lyles was pointed out as the 
man who fired the fatal shot by 
the only witness, Marvin Twillman, 
cousin and neighbor of Martin 
Twillman on Twillman lane in 
Northern St..Louis County, where 
the shooting occurred. He said 
that while Talbert pointed a re- 
volver at him, the other three, in- 
cluding the man still sought, fired 
at Martin’s mother, Mrs. Katherine 
Twillman, who is in serious con- 
dition at Park Lane Memorial 
Hospital. She was shot once in the 
abdomen.

well.” The securities, 2% per cent 
bonds, maturing in from 26 to 31 


years, were placed on sale today.

were coming, as the Treasury de- 


“investors willing to buy them and 
put them away for a long-term 
investment.” Commercial banks 
were permitted to buy the bonds, 
but the Treasury and Federal Re- 
serve System recently have had 
the policy of urging the purchase 
of Government securities by others, 
as far as possible, because, when 
@ commercial bank buys a Gov- 
ernment bond, bank deposits rise 
and contribute to inflationary 
trends. 

Besides the new bonds being 
sold to the public for cash and 
being exchanged for $204,425,400 in 
old Treasury notes, an additional 
$100,000,000 of the new bonds will 
be purchased by Government in- 
vestment accounts. 

Except for the Panama Canal 
bonds of 1911, the maximum 31 
years’ maturity on the new bonds 
is the longest in Treasury history. 

In New York, Wall Street ex- 
perts predicted that from eight bil- 
lion dollars to 15 billion dollars 
would be offered the Government 
for the new bonds. This would 
mean that subscribers would be 
allotted only 10 to 18 per cent of 
their desires. 

New York City requested $100,- 
000,000 of the new bonds, and 
Comptroller McGoldrick gave Gov- 
ernment representatives a check 
for $10,000,000 as first payment. 

The new bonds will be dated Oct. 
20 and at that time will increase 
the Federal debt to approximately 
$52,700,000,000.

Anticipates Opposition. 

Anticipating the arguments of 
those opposed to amendment of 
the present law who have said that 
the arming of merchant ships 
would be another and perhaps the 
final step into war, the Chief Ex- 
ecutive asserted: 

“We Americans have never been 
neutral in thought. We have never 
been indifferent to the fate of Hit- 
ler’s victims. And, increasingly, 
we have become aware of the peril 
to ourselves, to our democratic 
traditions and institutions, to our 
country and to our hemisphere. 

“We have known what victory 
for the aggressors would mean to 
us. Therefore, the American 
people, through the Congress, have 
taken important and costly steps 
to give great aid to those nations ac- 
tively fighting against Nazi-Fascist 
domination. 

“We know that we could not de- 
fend ourselves in Long Island 
Sound or San Francisco Bay. That 
would be too late. It is the Amer- 
ican policy to defend ourselves 
wherever such defense becomes 
necessary under the complex condi- 
tions of modern warfare. 

“The revisions which I suggest 
do not call for a declaration of 
war any more than the lend-lease 
act called for a declaration of war. 
This is a matter of essential de- 
fense of American rights.

Necessary to Deliver Goods, 

In emphasizing the urgency of 
his recommendations the President 
pointed out that the American 
shipbuilding and armament pro- 
grams are progressing rapidly and 
“as we approach full production 
requiring the use of more ships 
now being built it will be increas- 
ingly necessary to deliver Ameri- 
can goods under the American 
flag.” 

Taking note of the action of 
Panama in prohibiting the arming 
of merchant vessels, he said: 

“We cannot, and should not, de- 
pend on the strained resources 
of the exiled nations of Norway 
and Holland to deliver our goods 
nor should we be forced to mas- 
querade American-owned ships be- 
hind the flags of our sister Re- 
publics.” 

Events in Russia and in West- 
ern Europe also were cited as 
reasons for immediate action. 


Rumblings of Revolt. 

“We would be blind to the reali- 
ties,” he said, “if we did not rec- 
ognize that Hitler is now deter- 
mined to expend all the resources 
and all the mechanical force and 
manpower at his command to 
crush both Russia and Britain. He 
knows that he is racing against 
time. He has heard the rumblings 
of revolt among the enslaved peo- 
ples, including Germans and Ital- 
ians. He fears the mounting force 
of American aid. He knows that 
the days in which he may achieve 
total victory are numbered. 

“Therefore, it is our duty, as 
never before, to extend more and 
more assistance and ever more 
swiftly to Britain, to Russia, to all 
the peoples and individuals fighting 
slavery. We must do this without 
fear or favor. The ultimate fate of 
the Western Hemisphere lies in the 
balance.” 

What Act Now Prohibits. 

Section 6 of the 1939 law cate- 
gorically prohibits the arming of 
merchant ships, stating that after 
the President had proclaimed the 
existence of a state of war be- 
tween two nations “it shall there- 
after be unlawful, until such proc- 
lamation is revoked, for any vessel 
engaged in commerce with any for- 
eign state to be armed, except with 
small arms and ammunitions” nec- 
essary for discipline, 

Section 2 contains long and de- 
tailed provisions prohibiting the 
carrying of passengers or materials 
to any state named in a proclama- 
tion, which can be issued either by 
the President or Congress, an- 
nouncing a state of war between 
foreign states, and further provides 
title of American goods going to 
a belligerent. must be transferred 
before shipment. . 

Neither Congress nor the Presi- 
dent has proclaimed Soviet Rus- 
sia a belligerent. Therefore, 
American munitions have been 
sent to Russia via Viadivostok and 
presumably via Murmansk and 
Archangel and the Persian Gulf. 

The President’s decision not to 
ask for immediate repeal or modi- 
fication of Section 2 indicated that 
he and congressional leaders did 
not want to risk defeat by pre- 
senting two controversial issues at 
one time. “If the House, however, 
repeals Section 6 -with a large ma- 
jority, it is probable that admin- 
istration leaders in the Senate will 
move to include revision of Sec- 
tion 2. The President left no 
doubt that he would like to see 
Section 2 revised, but as part of 
the parliamentary strategy left 
the decision for the present up to 
Congress.

VIEWS IN CONGRESS

to enter belligerent ports were 
greeted with mixed reaction by leg- 
islators today. 

Several Senators, including Hill 
(Dem.), Alabama, the Democratic 
whip; Guffey (Dem.), Pennsylva- 
nia; Hayden (Dem.), Arizona, and 
Austin (Rep.), Vermont, assistant 
minority leader, took the position 
that Congress ought to consider 
both questions immediately. 

Administration bills introduced 
in both houses called only for the 
repeal of the prohibition against 
the arming of ships, and some leg- 
isintors said that was as far as 
they wished to go. In this group 
were Senators Johnson (Dem.), 
Colorado, and Herring (Dem.), 
Iowa, among others. 

On the opposing side, Senator 
i (Rep.), Ohio, asserted that 

the President's message had out- 
lined a “policy of carrying on an 
undeclared naval war in the At- 
lantic.” He took issue with the 
President's statement that it was 
the “true intent” of the Lease-Lend 
Act to make it possible for this 
couniry to “help deliver” war sup- 
plies to nations fighting Hitler.

SINGER HELEN MORGAN 
DES AT 41 WN CHICAGO 


Performer of *‘Torch” Ballads 
in Night Clubs, on Stage 
and in Movies. 


CHICAGO, Oct. 9 (AP).—Helen 
Morgan, whose name was synony- 
mous with tearful love ballads 
ever since she starred in Flo Zieg- 
feld’s “Show Boat” 15 years ago, 
died last night. 

The 41-year-old “torch” singer, 
stricken last month while in Chi- 
cago for a theatrical engagement, 
had been in serious condition 
since an operation Sept. 25 for re- 
moval of the spleen. She re- 
ceived 18 blood transfusions and 
had been unconscious for several 
days. 

Her husband, Lioyd Johnson, 
wealthy Los Angeles automobile 
dealer whom she married July 27, 
and her mother, Mrs. Lulu Mor- 
gan of High Falls, N. Y., were at 
her bedside in Henrotin Hospital 
when she succumbed. . 

Miss Morgan, a Danville (IIl.) 
girl who once clerked in a Chi- 
cago department store, climbed 
atop a piano to sing her way to 
fame in the fabulous 1920s, years 
of free spending, extravagant 
theatrical productions, speakeasies 
and night clubs. 

She reached Broadway stardom 
after singing in minor cabarets 
in Chicago, winning a beauty con- 
test in Montreal and obtaining en- 
couragement from a. Chicago thea- 
trical critic to test her talent in 
New York. 

Her first hit was in the musical 
revue, “Americana,” in 1926 but 
she was remembered most as the 
‘original Jullie, sobbing and sing- 
ing “My Bill” and -“Can’t Help 
Loving That Man of Mine” in 
“Show Boat.” She played the 
same role in motion picture ver- 
sions. 


Petri, maestro of the Metropoli-

GERMANS AND TURKS SIGN

Nazis to Exchange War Equipment 
and Metal Products for 
Raw Materials.

Registering Foreign-Owned Ships 
A Thriving Business for Panama 


War Has Increased the Number of Vessels 
Carrying the Panamanian Flag From 135 
in 1938 to More Than 300.

Within 
the last nine months, Panama has

istered.

OUR editorial, “Religion in Russia,” 

would have been improved had you 
strengthened your excellent conclusion 
and omitted the statement on the status 
of religious freedom in Russia.

The very existence of such a contro- 
versy is a dangerous symptom. For it 
indicates that the American people, while 
supporting the President’s foreign policy, 
and particularly aid to Russia, are not 
yet keenly aware of the real position of 
their country and the reasons for its for- 
eign policy. 

Are we a completely secure and iso- 
lated democratic nation helping a pros- 
trate Russia out of the kindness of our 
hearts?

Thus our re- 
lationship with Russia is not that of 
Lady Bountiful and Grateful Recipient. 
We are co-operating against a common 
enemy. We cannot delay in our main 
task by making conflicting demands on 
each other.

The appeal takes 6n special significance in view of 
the Domei ageti@y’s close connection with the Gov- 
ernment, and the drastic official press control now 
effective in Japan. 

This symptom of cold feet on the part of an Axis 
partner shows nothing short of disbelief in the words 
of Hitler himself, for only four days before, the 
Fuehrer had announced that the Russian enemy “had 
been hit so hard he never’again will rise up.” It is 
plain that Japanese don’t believe this, or their news | 
agency would not be registering grave concern about 
the drain on manpower and equipment on the East- 
ern front which, it warns, may handicap continuance 
of the war against Britain. 

On the same day that Domei spoke, news came of 
a Nazi smash through the Soviet lines on the road 
to Moscow, a great offensive announced by Hitler 
in his speech last Friday. It is clear from every re- 
port that this offensive has tremendous power and 
weight behind it. The London press is seriously dis- 
turbed over Russia’s ability to hold out against the 
heavy attacks all along the line. British newspapers, 
a correspondent reports, consider this “one of the 
grimmest crises of the entire war, and one of the 
grimmest of the present century.” 

The Tokyo news agency certainly received dis- 
patches on these developments as quickly as did the 
London press. Yet, while London’s reaction is one 
of great pessimism for the Russians, Domei is pessi- 
mistic for the Nazis! 

This attitude, of course, reflects the Japanese long- 
ing of some months’ standing to get out of the Axis, 
if it can be done gracefully. Domei is primarily con- 
cerned over Japan’s own interests; it points out that 
if Germany spends its strength in Russia, the Jap- 
anese will be left to face alone the hostility of Britain 
and perhaps the United States. 

But realism as well as self-interest is visible in 
the Domei warning. It is assuredly realistic to note 
that a war which Germany began ostensibly to end 
a threat to its back door has now become the main 
show. It is also realistic to say that the Axis na- 
tions, being “have-nots,” may be faced with. a dearth 
of materials, while Britain and America, which are 
“have” nations, will constantly grow stronger. 

It is obvious that neither of Hitler’s Axis partners 
is an asset to him just now. While Japan wavers, 
Italy staggers. Food rationing has been extended to 
new extremes among the unhappy Italians, and the 
death penalty has been applied to additional offenses 
against the State. As for the conquered Continent, 
which Hitler boasted last week had been drafted 
bodily into the service of Germany, its seething un- 
rest is a matter of every day’s headlines and creates 
an increasingly serious task for his forces of re- 
pression. 

Hitler’s Oriental partner senses all this. Japan 
sees that the Panzer divisions on the Eastern front 
are working not only against the dogged Russian 
resistance, but against the productive capacity of 
the democracies. If they can surpass Nazi produc- 
tion in time, then Hitler’s battle is lost. 

The news from the battle fronts today may be 
grave and discouraging. But in the doubts so can- 
didly expressed by a virtually official voice of the 
Nazis’ sworn ally, there is more than a grain of 
encouragement, and a new challenge for America 
to speed its production. 
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LEON HENDERSON’S LOGIC. | 

Leon Henderson was quite right when he told a‘ 
regional meeting of the National \Association of 
Manufacturers in Washington that inflation would 
wreck our arms program. It will wreck any buying 
and building program by the simple device of mul- 
tiplying costs until there is no keeping up with them. 

Mr. Henderson was also right when he acknowl- 
edged that price controls, his favorite brake on 
inflation, would be useless without the stabilization 
of other cost factors, especially wages. 

Why not follow this logic to its practical con- 
clusion?

In fact, it is merely 
an adaption of mass production to the building in- 
dustry, which has been using hammer-and-saw 
methods ever since Noah’ built the Ark. ‘ 

If the unions are thinking about their members’ 
jobs, since fewer men are needed when pre-fabrica- 
tion is employed, they are far behind the times, in 
view of the great present demand for carpenters. As 
to the post-emergency future, nothing could do more 
to stimulate building, and thereby create more jobs, 
than widespread adoption of pre-fabrication. 

If the Government lacks authority to demand the 
quickest, most economical methods in defense build- 
ing,.then things have come to a pretty pass, indeed. 
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AN INDORSEMENT OF THE HIGHWAY PATROL. 

Attorney General McKittrick’s opinion portrays 
the State Highway Patrol as a sort of usurper of the 
law enforcement field, claiming powers that belong. 
exclusively to other authorities and horning in where 
it has no business to be. It ig instructive, therefore, 
to have an expression from a metropolitan police 
force on this subject. 

Such an expression has come from Kansas City's 
Police Commissioners and its Police Chief, Harold 
Anderson, in the form of an'appeal to Gov. Donnell 
for continuation of the patrol’s general law enforce- 
ment activities, They urge the Governor to take 
whatever steps are necessary to prevent the patrol 
from being turned into nothing more than a troop 
of traffic cops, as would be done if the narrow Mc- 
Kittrick interpretation were placed in effect. 

Metropolitan officers and Sheriffs of rural coun- 
ties alike have often praised the effective work of 
the State Patrol in helping them -fight crime. There 
is no feeling among these officials that the patrol 
is an interloper and ought to be curbed. Their atti- 
tude shows plainly what a misfortune it would be 
for Missouri if. McKittrick’s hair-splitting opinion 
should cause the patrol to be wrecked. 
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FOR OPEN REDISTRICTING COMMITTEE MEETINGS. 

Alderman Herman Novack, chairman of the spe- 
cial committee which is charged with redistricting 
St. Louis’ grossly unequal 28 wards, doubtless felt 
himself justified in holding the first meeting of his 
committee behind closed doors. Mr. Novack, how- 
ever, will make a mistake if he attempts to keep 
all the meetings of this committee on a secret basis. 

Whatever the problems of the committee are, they 
will not be lessened by secret meetings. Ward and 
precinct politicians who fear their fortunes may be 
affected will seek out members of the special com- 
mittee, whether meetings are secret or open. But if 
meetings are open, the committee will find itself 
assisted by citizens who have no personal axes to 
grind, who seek only an equitable redistricting. 

Incidentally, Mr. Novack and his colleagues on the 
committee will be interested to know that an alder- 
manic redistricting is under way in Chicago. Under 
the Illinois law, the Chicago Council must either re- 
district by Dec. 1 or run the risk of allowing one- 
fifth of its members to file their own redistricting 
ordinance for submission to the voters. 

But Alderman Novack’s counterpart in Chicago 
will run no such risk. He says his committee will 
work out an equitable redistricting in two weeks, If 
Chicago can redistrict 50 wards in two weeks, our 
committee should have mo difficulty in handling 
fairly St. Louis’ 28 wards in the extended period at 
its disposal. 
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AN ACT ABOVE PARTY POLITICS. 

Gov. Green is to be commended for retaining Dr. 
Roland R. Cross of Dahlgren as Director of the Ili- 
nois State Department ‘of Public Health. A Medical 
Corps veteran of the World War, Dr. Cross entered 
the Illinois Public Health Department in 1933 and 
advanced on his merits through various positions to 
the directorship a year ago.

Missouri’s Forgotten First Senator

campus there is a somewhat smaller 
square stone commemorating the life of 
David Barton, Missouri’s first United States 
Senator, who died Sept. 28, 1837. 

First discarded when a more impressive 
monument was erected by the State of Mis- 
souri in 1858 at Barton’s grave in Boonville, 
the stone was salvaged by Col. W. F. Switz- 
ler, Missouri journalist and historian, to 
preserve as a memorial to Barton, whose 
career has been almost forgotten by his- 
torians. 

Whatever the reason for this neglect, the 
information contained in documents re- 
cently found in the Cooper County Probate 
Court files and elsewhere suggests the long- 
overdue need for a recognition of his con- 
tributions to Missouri and to the West. 

To at least some of those who knew Bar- 
ton, he was a curious and perplexing in- 
dividual. Unlike many who served in the 
Senate during the period he held office, Bar- 
ton was neither flamboyant in dress or ges- 
tures, nor did he make dramatic gallery 
plays. His manners were simple, not “ele- 
gant.” His appearance was unimpressive. 

The varied experiences of frontier living 
compensated in a large measure for Bar- 
ton’s brief formal education. He read law 
in the office of Judge. Anderson, a dis- 
tinguished Tennessee lawyer, and was ad- 
mitted to the Tennessee bar. In 1809 he, 
with two brothers, Joshua and Isaac, who 
were also studying law, came to Missouri 
and settled at St. Charles. 

In the fall of 1812, David Barton moved 
to St. Louis to become an assotiate of Ed- 
ward Hempstead, a prominent lawyer. 
Within four months, he was appointed Dep- 
uty Attorney General for the Missouri Ter- 
ritory. During the fall of 1814, he served as 
a Volunteer Ranger under the command of 
Gen. Henry Dodge, on an expedition to the 
Boon’s Lick country.

To these charges Barton calmly replied 
that this gossip was.first commenced “by a 
band of official peculators and public 
swindlers ...in a desperate attempt to 
blight my reputation in the country where 
you have known me as long as the assail- 
ants.” This smear campaign was not suc- 
cessful, but Barton himself achieved what 
his enemies had failed to do. In the ris- 
ing tide of the Jackson campaign, he sup- 
ported Adams, thus sealing his own political 
end. When his term expired in 1831, he did 
not attempt to run for re-election,

During Barton’s last session in the Sen- 
ate, he assailed Benton on the counts of ar- 
rogance, disloyalty to those who had be- 
friended him, and personal ambition. He 
lamented the appearance of a “new race” 
of political aspirants, dividing the nation 
into personal factions. Elections have be- 
come “mere raffling, matches and lotteries,” 
he asserted, 

Declaring that the debate was no longer 
one about names but rather a dispute 
which involved the preservation of republi- 
can institutions and liberties, he urged the 
Senate to control the President’s power to 
appoint and dismiss Federal office-holders. 

“It would,” he said, “arrest the tendency 
of the country to universal office hunting 
and free the country from that brood of 
servile sycophants which, in all countries, 
have been the ready instruments by which 
ambition has destroyed law and liberty.” 

Liberty would not be destroyed in the 
United States by violent revolution, he con- 
cluded, but through the corrupting influ- 
ence of executive patrondge which would 
produce tyranny. “Should it come, it will 
not be with sound of clarion and herald of 
war, openly proclaiming a permanent des- 
potism of executive irresponsibility’, . . It 
will more probably come sauntering along, 
like Satan going up to worship among the 
sons of God; and begin by scattering 
doubtful speeches among the Senators .. .”

Lemon Biscuits. 

Lemon biscuits are meant for 
those who enjoy. breakfast as well 
as for those who scoff at hearty 
morning fare. For these treats 
spread buttered circles of rolled 
biscuit dough with one-fourth cup 
sugar mixed with two teaspoons 
finely grated lemon rind and two 
teaspoons lemon juice. Fold the 
biscuits like pocket-book rolls and 
bake in a hot oven. 

Mince Meat Biscuits. 

Twist-of-the-wrist desserts are 
easy with biscuit dough as a foun- 
dation. Mincemeat muffin biscuits 
are made by rolling biscuit dough 
one-fourth inch thick and cutting 
into small squares. Fit these into 
greased muffin pans and fill with 
a generous teaspoonful of mince- 
meat and pinch the corners of the 
dough tightly together, After 12 
to 15 minutes in a hot oven (450 
degrees) the biscuits have become 
a dessert that meets the most ex- 
acting taste. Tart lemon-butter 
sauce poured over individual serv- 
ings sets a new high in things de- 
lightful to eat, 

French Fried Biscuita. 

For something different when 
the family is good and hungry 
serve French fried biscuits. . Roll 
up tightly a square of biscuit 
dough which has been spread with 
melted butter, sugar and cinna- 
mon. Slice thin. Drop these thins 
into hot deep fat and fry for five 
to seven minutes at 375 degrees, 
or until they are delicately 
browned. Dust with confection- 
ers’ sugar, if desired.

BRITISH DESTROYER THAT SANK 
TWO SUBMARINES NOW IN U.S. 


Skipper, Who Saved Italian and 
German Crews, Decorated fro 
Both Engagements. 

BOSTON, Oct. 9 (AP).—Lieut. 
Commander S. H. Norris, 38 years 
old, skipper of the British destroy- 
er Firedrake, which is here for re- 
pairs, wears two bits of ribbon on 
his chest. 

One, the Distinguished Service 
Order, was awarded for sinking an 
Italian submarine in the Mediter- 
ranean. The other, for sinking a 
German undersea boat in the At- 
lantic. After disabling both, he 
saved the crews. 

Of his prisoners, he said the 
younger Italians were keen Fas- 
cists and the younger Germans 
ardent Nazis, but that the older 
men were not so much in favor of 
the war. He gaid the Italians 
“hadn’t much use for the Ger- 
man.’ 

The Firedrake has been attacked 
several times by bombers, but has 
‘suffered no direct hits. Its dam- 
age was caused by splinters of 
bombs which fell close by a few 
months ago. 

Norris described a ticklish time 
in Norway, before evacuation by 
the British, when the Firedrake 
was sent to explore a deep, narrow 
fjord, not knowing which side 
held it. Finally the tension was re- 
laxed by a challenge in English: 
“Have you any whisky?” The re- 
quest was filled, he said.

CHANCE OF LEAK 
IN WASHINGTON 


London and Moscow Other 
Possibilities — One The- 
ory Is Kremlin Planted 
Note for German Agent. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 9 (AP).— 
The White House shared public 
mysticfication today on how the 
German Government learned what 
was in a letter President Roose- 
velt sent Premier Stalin, prom- 
ising Russia aid against Germany.. 

Stephen Early, presidential sec- 
retary, said this Government did 
not know how it happened, but 
“the significant thing is the use 
the Germans tried to make of the 
letter.” 

(The published German version 
had the salutation and conclusion 
in friendly, personal phrases.) 

Early added there was no reason 
why the letter should not have 
been released generally in Mos- 
cow since it was not regarded 
here as “confidential.” 

DNB Distributes Text. 

The official German news 
agency, DNB, raised the curtain on 
the mystery in Berlin yesterday 
by distributing the purported text 
of Roosevelt’s communication. 

Later the White House released 
the text here, and invited a com- 
parison of it with the-version that 
DNB was circulating, 

“When such a comparison is 
made,” the White House statement 
said, “the propaganda objectives 
of the Nazi action become very 
clear.” 

A comparison disclosed that the 
wording of the body of both texts 
was identical, except for an oc- 
casional phrase here and there in 
the DNB version—and such varia- 
tions were reported to be due 
largely to translation. 

Different Salutations. 

There were two very pointed 
differences, however. Where the 
salutation in the White House text 
was “My dear Mr. Stalin,” the un- 
official translation of DNB’s ver- 
sion had it “My dear friend Stalin.” | 
Similarly with the conclusion— 
“yours very sincerely” for the 
White House, and “yours in friend- 
ship” for DNB. 
The White House apparently re- 
ferred to these differences when it 
spoke of Nazi “propaganda ob- 
jectives.” 

But the capital is curious about 
where Berlin got its knowledge of 
the contents of the letter, which 
was delivered to Stalin about 10 
days ago by Averell Harriman, 
head of the American aid mission 
to Moscow. 

DNB said it had acquired the 
letter from the most reliable quar- 
ters, but it did not say how. 

There is a belief in some quar- 
ters that the Germans somehow 


#| got the text in this country and 


transmitted it in code to Berlin 
via South America. 

But, as far as can be learned, the 
only known sources here would be 
the White House, where the letter 
is believed to have been written 
about three weeks ago, and the 
State Department, which probably 
received a copy of the message. 

Harriman carried the letter with 
him to Moscow, and the chances of 
secretly learning its contents en 
route appear remote at first glance, 
for he traveled via London and 
great secrecy surrounded the 
movements of the American and 
British missions which went to 
the Red capital together.

OPM experts contend that those 
who argue present capacity is suf- 
ficient are ignoring the numerous 
indirect demands which have 
grown out of the defense crisis. 
They overlook, too, the steel that 
will be required by the inevitable 
expansion brought about by the 
defense emergency. 

It comes down to a question of 


| how mutch capacity will be added 


to meet the needs of consumers 
who cannot be supplied at the pres- 
ent rate, according to OPM’s steel 
specialists. The latter are con- 
cerned over reports that additional 
tonnage is unnecessary and may 
shortly issue a statement giving 
figures to show the exact situa- 
tion. 

The 10,000,000-ton expansion pro- 
gram was based on estimates con- 
tained in a report by W. A. Hauck 
of OPM’s steel section. Hauck 
was formerly assistant to the presi- 
dent of the Lukens Steel Co. 
Haucks’ report followed two esti- 
mates by Engineer Gano Dunn, 
who found in the first instance 
that’ there would be more than 
enough steel for both civilian and 
defense needs. Later he revised 
this somewhat. 

The ghost that rises to haunt. all 
discussion of the steel demand is 
the fact that between 1935 and 1940 
about 25,000,000 tons of scrap steel 
and scrap iron were sent to Japan 
and Italy. If this tonnage, or only 
a portion of it, were still available, 
many of the present difficulties 
never would have arisen.

dent unproclaim his own pro- 
claimed combat zones and say that 
what palpably is a combat zone is 
really not one, is nothing short 
of immoral. If we are going .to 
lift this ban, let’s do it honestly 
by repealing that provision of the 
Neutrality Act. 

Then’ comes another: question, 
far more vital. After we have 
lifted the bar and an American 
flag ship, convoying contraband of 
war, is sunk while trying to crash 
an area under actual blockade, 
does that mean we are automat- 
ically at war? 

Technically, it would not, under 
the old doctrine of international 
law. What it would’ mean today, 
the Lord only knows, It would 
depend a good deal on popular. re- 
action and what the real foreign 
policy of this Government is. If 
that policy is to get into the war 
now—or as soon as popular opin- 
ion is sufficiently hysterical—it 
would doubtless mean a war, trace- 
able straight back to the repeal 
of the Neutrality Act. But, that 
is really quibbling over a techni- 
cality. If this Government wants 
to go to war now, it can find 
other means of drumming up the 
necessary emotions, repeal or no 
repeal. 

It is hard to see what we have 
to gain by getting into the war 
now. We are not yet ready for 
it. More important still, it is hard 
to see what Britain has to gain 
by our getting into war now. That 
is more important, because we 
seem to do about what Britain 
wants. But, why should she want 
this now? We are sending her all 
the supplies we can deliver and 
have promised her far more — 
with the apparent consent of most 
of our people. 

But, if we get into this war our- 
selves our shipments abroad will 
be much more closely scanned and 
our people will demand a far great- 
er share for our own defense and 
armament, 

On these considerations, it seems 
that a filibuster against repeal of 
the Neutrality Act would be very 
unpopular in this country. In the 
end it could do no good. In the 
meantime it could do much harm. 
This column is not and never has 
been for unnecessary involvement 
in this war. , 

It is for an impregnable Ameri- 
can defense and superiority on all 
fronts—in the air, on sea and land, 
economically and on the home 
front—the preservation of civilian 
morale and of our business system. 

It feels that we are weakening 
these defenses on several of these 
fronts. But, this is war, and when 
Congress makes such a decision 
as it did in the Lease-lend Act, it 
feela a duty to support that 
decision.

cities. Timoshenko’s defense must 
be to evade: those great encircling 
arms of steel, and to extricate his 
troops if the Nazis actually have 
encircled them, as claimed. The 
Red commander must do all this 
and still maintain the defense of 
Moscow, and contact with the Red 
armies on his right and left, 

The Nazis are smashing their 
way into the Red defenses by 
sheer weight of numbers and 
equipment. Men are being flung 
into the lines with the abandon 
which always has characterized 
German military operations. It 
may easily be that history never 
before has recorded a battle of 
such dimensions. 

Moscow’s unofficial appeal to 
Britain for quick aid, in the form 
of an invasion of the continent, 
emphasizes the seriousness of the 
situation. 

London recently has said that 
invasion isn’t feasible at this junc- 
ture, and the indications have 
been that this is so. However, 
invasion isn’t the only form of 
help which Britain could render. 

One thing stands out very clear. 
This one of the great emergencies 
of the whole European war. From 
the Allied standpoint, action com- 
mensurate to this emergency ob 
viously is called for; risk «com- 
mensurate to the emergency is 
demanded. Aslo, speed is impera- 
tive. 

There are signs that the British 
have been considering whether the 
quickest, most effective aid they 
could render would be an all-out, 
continuous bombardment of Ber- 
lin and other German cities from 
the air. This would force the 
Germans to bring back fighting 
planes and bombers from the Rus- 
sian front. 

The British high command has 
to decide which is the greater 
risk—the chance of losing a large 
number of warplanes which are so 
vital to the defense of England 
itself, or the possibility of a Rus- 
sian catastrophe,
